It takes intelligence to discover 
the funny things in life, it takes hu- 
manity to laugh, but 1t also takes an 
intelligent reverence for marriage to 
understand what is wrong’. with 
“cheesecake” and “dirty jokes.”

Parents who have a truly 
Chirstian view of marriage will talk 
reverently: about sex. Intelligent, 
prudent parents whose children hap- 
pen to pick up a-vulgar word or a 
shady story will not scream: and 
spank in a fit of outraged propriety 
but will calmly tell the little . ones 
what is improper in what they’ve 
said. Defiance and disobedience call 
for a spanking sometimes, but not 
the normal curiosity for what is novel 
and strange. Morbid curiosities and 
fears can be aroused by parents’ show 
of excitement over what the child 
considers mere words. 

Similarly, a child will learn te

his shallow logic; the guide is right. After 
all, it is only these two parts of the human 
anatomy that are useful in this operation. 

What is the person to the comic book pub- 
lisher? The person is the factor that buys his 
product and assures him of profits at the end 
of the year. How vividly this is described 
in a recent book, The Seduction of the Inno- 
cent, which shows to what depths a publisher 
will sink to make money. 

He will hire psychiatrists and psycholo- 
gists whose task it is to report all the human 
weaknesses caused by original sin in the 
person.

He ends up in an American camp at the end

The-hooks ends by the poor victim saying: 
“One morning an American sergeant called 
over the loudspeaker: ‘Number 65984, re- 
port to the guard house immediately.’ At 
this moment I knew that the 25th hour had 
arrived, the hour after the 24th,. the hour 
after the hour that is too late, I had lost my 
identity as a person. From now on I was a 
number.” To be classified as a number, may 
be more efficient, but is it more human?

One Answer 


Lasr week in this space we 
had something to say about the 
recent meeting called by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to discuss the 
lack of participation in sports by 
U. S. youth. We suggested that in 
any stepped-up program of sports 
that attention be given to the “in- 
dividual” sports (swimming, ski- 
ing, mountain climbing, fishing, 
etc.) as well as to the competitive 
sports (baseball, football, etc.) 

But that isn’t all. I think we'll 
have to go farther than than. Even 
participation in individual sports 
might leave large numbers of our 
nation’s youth out of the fitness 
picture. What we need is a pro- 
gram which will take in all our 
youth, or at least one which is 
open to all our youth. As “Sports 
Illustrated” magazine points out, 
we, as a nation, pride ourselves on 
democratic ideals but in our sports | 
program we are about as undemo- 
cratic and discriminating as it is 
possible to be.

German Bishops Remember 
ots scence ce Plood-Stricken Americans

Fulda, Germany — (NC)—The 
German bishops,. facing innumer. 
able problems at home, remember 
ed their brethren in flood-stricken 
America as they held their annual 
conference near the tomb of St. 
Boniface here. 

ACTING through the chairman 
of their conference, Josef Cardinal 


Frings, Archbishop of Cologne, the 


bishops sent a message of sym. 
pathy to the Catholic hierarchy in 
the United States. It was address- 
ed to Archbishop Karl J. Alter of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the Ad- 
ministrative board of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. 


“The German bishops feel 
deep compassion at the flood 
catastrophe ‘in the United States 
and remember thankfully the 
help they received from there 
during a similar mishap,” the 
radio message stated, 


For the first time In many years 
all German dioceses were repre 
sented at the conference where the 
bishops each year review the 
Church situation in Germany.

U. S. ATTORNEY Laughlin Wa- 
ters said that since 1950, Mr. Sher- 
wood has operated an unsolicited 
mail merchandising scheme _ that 
has brought him in excess of $150,- 
000. Less than 10 per-cent of this
